DUCKS MUST FIND WATER OR 
HUNTING MUST BE STOPPED 


Salem, Ore. — Shooting of wild 
ducks and geese will have to be pro- 
hibited unless the United States can 
purchase and reflood many ancestral 
breeding grounds, according to Wil- 
liam L. Finley; authority on game 
life and member of the national ad- 
visory board on migratory birds. 

Finley indicated the board would 
present a bill to the next congress 
imposing a federal hunting license 

' to help finance breeding grounds 
for the wild fowl. During the Iast 
20 years many lakes have dried 
up, Finley said, and more than 
‘%,000,000 ‘acres in the United 
‘States and Canada have been drain- 
ed for farm land.

tion by 15 per cent of the 1934-35 
wheat crop called for in the agree- 
ment.

It 
is not a matter of sudden impulse 
but is usually thought out beforehand 
and the plans are laid with the at- 
most cunning.

the criminal poisoner falls into 
several defined classes. But the 
ways of the human mind are very 
strange and what migutl seem = an 
adequate motive to one, might not 
justify the murder in the mind of 


another. The study of the poison- 
er’s psychology is, therefore, very 
complex. 

Criminal poisoning is not con- 
fined to any one class or type. of 
individual. Some of the great 
poisoners were intelligent, cuucat- 
ed and apparently quite normal 
persons. Others were of a _ coarse 
nature, brutal, ‘callous «and ignor- 
ant. 

When in the environment of an 
individual a combination of — cir- 
cumstances prevails which — bars 
him from satisfying some strong 
desire, in a normal, convention 


state of mind is produced 
which prompts him to break -.e 
code. His mind becomes obsessed 
by one idea which so blinds him to 
facts and arguments that He forgets 
the risk ef discovery and punishineat 
involved. 

Cratt and cunning play sueh an 
important part in the mind of — the 
criminal poisoner tha. he tainks 
detection almost an impossibility. 
He sets out to accomplish his crime 
ut a time when it is least likely to 
arouse suspicion. 

It is typical of the 
he takes no account of human suf- 
fering or of agoniging pain. What 
poison he uses is indifierent — to 
him, he only looks for the desired 
end and for the best way to ad- 
minister it. 

In Europe, during the 
Ages, poisoning wes so common 
that it was feared more than the 
knife. Prefessional -poisoners 
ea an important part in political 
dramas. They were openly — hired 
hy the forces in power to put out 
of the way eny person whom they 
deemed objectionable. The tariffs 
for these services were graded ac- 
cording to the rank of the victims, 
the fee for a king being highest. 


The use of poison as a political 
weapon began to wane in Europe 
in the sixteenth century after an 
unsuccessful attempt on the life 
of Queen Elizabeth of Mngland. 
Sauire, the poisoner, had _ placed 
poison on the pommel of the sad- 
dle of her riding horse in the hope 
that her hand ‘having .come in con- 
tact with the poison, would convey 
it to mouth or nostril. 

The last attempt to remove po- 
litical personages by poison in 
England was made during tthe 
World War, when a misguided wo- 
man instigated a plot to kill Lloyd 
George and Arthur Henderson.

ousy, while five had no motive what- 
ever. 

The motive of greed is ever a 
powerful one. The desire for grasp- 
ing of wealth may become _ over- 
Whelming and appears to have the 
same definite influence on some 
people as blood to a preying animal. 
The mere sight of a large sum of 
money may induce murder. 

The sex motive includes’ such 
emotions as love, jealously, and 
hatred. Love and hatred are only 
the positive and negative aspects 
of the same _ relation. But a wo- 
man’s hatred is generally much 
more intense than that of a man. 
According to the German psycholo- 
gist Gross, real hate has three 
sources: pain, jealousy and love. 

Where sex instincts form the 
basis of the motive of crime, we 
may assume that the mind of the 
individual becomes obsessed by a 
fixed idea — the persons who stand 
in the way of his fixed desire must 
be reinoved. 

{In the majority of 
yielded no evidence 
the criminal proved to be a woman. 
Poisoning as a “feminine” crime has 
been mentioned by such ancient 
writers as Livy and Tacitus. In the 
United States, statistics show that 
five-eighths of the murders by  poi- 
son have been carried out by  wo- 
men Who have either been house- 
wives, housekeepers, nurses or sel 
vants. In France 399 women were 
accused o f criminal poisoning  be- 
tween 1851 and 1872 

The answer to the 
women should be given more than 
men to this particular form of 
crime may, perhaps, be found in the 
characteristics of sex. Women cer- 
tainly have special opportunities for 
administering poison secretly, by 
mixing it with food or drinks. More- 
over, &@ woman does not usually pos- 
sess the qualities required for other 
kinds of murder, nor physical

As an instance of the 
criminal poisoner who works with; j 
out apparent motives, mention may | 
be made of Helen Jegado, a domestic 
servant in France, who caused _ the 
deaths of twenty-three persons. She 
was a common and repulsive woman, | 
with dull, expressionless eyes. Mys- 
terious deaths occurred wherever she 
was employed, and in her last situa- 
tion, seven people had _ died aftr 
a terrible agony. She had nursed 
every one with devotion for, as she 
said at the trial “she was really 
fond of her victims.” She was cal-| 
lous to human suffering and ap- 
pears to have been irresistibly im-, 
pelled to crime by her evil dispo- | 
sition It gave her actual pleasure 
to watch people die.

Schonleben, a German woman, 
ready to murder anyone who stood | 
in the way of ler ambition. <Alsv 
she admitted being amused by the 
she admitted beng amused = by the;

generally, Sue declared im  Cuutt 
that her deutn would be  fortun- 
ate for mankind ius it would . have 
been impossible for her to hav2 aban- 
doned the practice of poisoning. 

It is noteworthy in such cases 
that the murder is not satistied 
with one victim, but repeats the 
crime several times. It does  in- 
deed seem as if such criminals 
were the subjects of irresistible ob- 
sessions beyond their control. 

The homicidal type who distri- 
butes jpoison indiscriminately — is 
more common in the asa than in 
the West. In India, where ursen- 
is is vastly used for secret poison- 
ings, particulars are difficult to ob- 
tain. But this type of crime has 
been very common in India for the 
past fifty years. The criminals are 
mostly women and they are very 
clever at disappearing and _ oblit- 
erating all traces of themselves. 

The importance of the study of 
the psychology of the criminal is 
now engaging the attention of the 
police in several countries and_ it 
is hoped that some method may 
be evolved which will prove of con- 
siderable value for the prevention of 
crime in the future.

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MAKING CHILDREN EAT 


(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 
Years back, children who exhibited 
a finicky appetite had a rough gas- 
tronomic road to hoe. It was a case 
of—no soup, no pie. And in order to 
get the pie they ate the soup, how- 
ever distasteful it may have been. 
The Problem of Feeding 
Making children eat what is good 
for them always has been, is, and 
always will be one of the biggest 
problems connected with their up- 
bringing. : 


First of all, however, the parent 
should learn the reason behind the 
child's capricious appetite. ‘Tjhere 


may be a physical cause at the bot- 
tom and this should be corrected. 
But generally it is all a matter of 
training as the normal child will, 
eat whenever his stomach is empty. 

Sometimes the fault lies with the 
parent, who does not use groper 
discipline with the result that the 
child is wilful, irritable or stub- 
born instead of being poised, good- 
natured and tractable. 

Some Ways to Solve the Problem 

Milk — Let the child take it 
through a straw. Allow him to 
pour it himself into his glass. 
Sometimes his appetite is stimu- 
lated by only half filling his glass. 
Often the milk can be disguised by 


incorporating it im cocoa, soups, 
egenegs, custards, cereals, chow- 
ders, puddings, junket. 

Eggs — In cases where a_ dislike 


for eggs is exhibited they (the eggs) 
may be put in custards, puddings, 
eggnogs, orange whips, and cream 
sauces. 

Breads—A ..child ..who objects toa 
bread will generally eat it in the 
form of a dainty sandwich, French 
toast, ete. Or the kind of bread 
may be varied each day—graham 
rye, Swedish, whole wheat, bran. 
Spreading the bread with jam, jelly, 
or peanut butter is helpful. 

Cereals—When cereals are declin- 
ed they may be made more appetiz- 
ing by the addition of fruits — 
bananas, berries, peaches. Half 
cream and milk with plenty of su- 
gar generally helps. You can’t blame 
a youngster for showing a dislike 
for a pasty mess of oatmeal with a 
negative amount of sugar and some 
sky-blue milk over it. <A different 
kind of cereal every day in the week 
insures variety—the spice of life. 

Vegetables—If vegetables are ab- 
jected to, the fault probably lies 
with their mode of preparation. 
There certainly is nothing appetiz- 
ing, for example, about a_ dish of 
boiled, sandy, lukewarm © spinach. 
‘But this and any other vegetable 
can be made so appetizing that the 
“hild will ask for a “second help- 
ing.”’—(Copyright).

There is H. F. Cassidy of the De- 
partment of Social Science of the 
University of Toronto and there is 
Graham Spry, a Rhodes schalar, ed- 
itor of the C.C.F. official organ in 
Ontario, the same paper for which 
Miss Agnes Macphail used the 


franking privileges of the Govern- 
ment to solicit subscriptions. 

There is J. F. Parkinson, a young 
Scot, hailing from the London School 
of Econcmics, and in the Old Coun- 
try a member of the Labor Party, 
who is now on the staff of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto in KEconomes. 

There is Eugene Forsay, another 
Rhodes scholar, who is now a mein- 
ber of the Department of Political 
Economy at McGill. 

Finally, there is J, King Gordon, 
also a Rhodes scholar, a son of Ralph 
Connor, and occupant of the chair of 
Christian Ethics in the United Col- 
leges, Montreal. 

The average age of the group is 
less than 382 years. Their enthusi- 
asm is great. Their theoretical know- 
ledge is perhaps adequate to the 
task and not one of them has ever 
been handicapped by ever having had 
to make any practical application of 
his theories, such, for instance, as 
making a success of a corner grocery 
store, running a factory to provide 
employment or managing a= farm 
without getting into trouble with the 
sheriff.

MAIN POINTS IN 
GRAIN AGREEMENT 


Chief proposals in the world wheat 


agreement signed in London are as 
follows: 
1. Limit exports from _ principal 


exporting countries this crop year to 
a total of 560,006,000 bushels (rough- 
ly equal to European demand). 


2. Provides for 16 per cent crop 
restriction by chief exporters in 
1934.35. Soviet Russia and Danubian 
exporters do not concur in this, 
though they join in export limitation. 

3. Provides that when internation- 
al gold price of wheat reaches 63.08 
cents a bushel the importers under- 
take to reduce their customs duties 
on wheat. Present price on this bas- 
is is 58-54 cents. The fixed price is 
equivalent of 93 cents, Canadian 
funds, at present exchange. 

4. Provides that the 
countries ‘shall nbt increase 
domestic production. 

5 .Provides the importing countries 
shall undertake to stimulate the con- 
sumption of wheat, and to maintain 
the quality of their breadstuffs.

GERMANY HAS NEW 
SPORT REGIME 


There is no room for 
spert’s sake’ in Germany. 

“It is my duty as a soldier of 
Adolph Hittler,” Herr von Tscham- 
mer und Osten, the Reichs commis- 
ioner for iSpyort, jrecentfly declared, 
“so to reorganize sport in Germany 
that many millions, old and young, 
will be able to become physically fit 
by carrying out certain ewnercises.” 
In sport, Herr von Tschammer sees 
a bulwark against destructive influ- 
ences, ‘gainst all that is un-German 
or non-national, against all that is a 
hindrance to the material basis of 
the national rebirth. 

Sport and gymnastics, it is held, 
‘re net a question of competition and 
record bre?king, but are essential for 
developing that power of dcfense 
which the interest of the fatherland 
demands. 

Outstanding features in new dae- 
erees, according to official statements 
will be the raising of sport and gym- 
nastics to a central position in the 
curriculim in schools and other edu 
“ational institutions, and the reorgan- 
fvation of all sport activities, both 
private and semiofficial, so that they 
are diréctly controlled by the state. 
\incng the various sports’ those 
which develap the power of moral 
and physical defense are to be par- 
ticularly encouraged in the new 
strte. The Germany of tomorrow is 
to he trained to knew discipline.

WHEAT CONFERENCE 
The world wheat conference hus 
failed miserably to do anything to- 
ward raising the price of wheat 
which it set out to do. The nett re- 
sult of the conference is very little 
indeed. The European countries 
who have in recent yeorrs brougnt 
every available’ acre into wheat pro- 
duction have agreed not to increase 
their own production. They have 
agreed not te do what was impossible 
for them to do. Three of the four hiz 
whet producing and exporting coun- 
tries have agreed to divide among 
them the exportation of 560,060,000 
bushels of wheat. Presumably they 
will share with the Argentine this 
“uciness though that country has can- 
nily avoided signing the world agree- 


ment, whieh failure renders quite 
mic’ess the much lauded agree- 
vt, with regard ta future dump- 
ing, 

The agreement also provides that 
after this crop season, when wheat 
mices reach about 60 cents. basis 
Wetaskiwin, the European importing 
countries will scale down their pres- 
‘nt high tzriffs on wheat. 

Three of the big exporting coun. 
trices have agreed to reduce their 
wheat acreage by fifteen per cent. 
The Dominion and Provincial gov- 
ernments, we are told, will shortly

‘Trading is fairly active on the bet- 
ter grades of butchers which are 
moving fairly readily at fully steady 
values. Cominon- kinds, however, 
particularly heavies, are still decid- 
edly hard to move at weak values. 
The following are the prices: 

Choice fed calves up to $4.60. 
$4.00. Bulk of good to choice butch- 
ers $3.00 to $3.50; mediums $2.00 to 
$2.50, and common to fair from $1.25 
to $2.00. Good butcher cows $1.50 to 
$1.75; common to medium 7éc to 
$1.25; canners and cutters 50c to 75c, 
and bulls $1.00 to $1.25. 

Stocker market is decidedly slow 
as the demand is none too. brisk. 
Common kinds of stockers particular- 
~ nce hard to move. The better 
grades selling at $1.75 to $2.00: odd 
ones bringing up to $2.25; and com- 
mon to medium kinds 81.00 to $1.50. 

Calf market remains steady and 
unchanged with good calves selling 
at $3.00 to $3.56; common to medium 
$1.50 to $2.50. 

Hog market considerably stronger. 
Today, Tuesday, carlorcds sold at 
$6.10 for the bacons fed and water- 
ed, with buyers bidding $5.90 on the 
trucke din bacons. Selects bringing 
a premium of 50c per ewt.; and 
butchers discounted 50c per ewt. 
Cuts on the off-grade hogs remain 
unchanged, and are as_ follows: 
Heavies discounted $1.25 per ewt.; 
extra heavies $2.00; No. 1. sows 
$2.25; No. 2 sows $3.00; stags op- 
tional, and stags with tusks no value.

Canadian Garden Service 


(By Gordon Lindsay Smith) 


General Fall Work 

Fall can be a fairly busy season in 
the garden. Next to Spring this is 
the period when nature is most act- 
ive. There are certain vital opera- 
tions, such as preparing plants and 
beds for winter conditions, planting 
bulbs for Spring blooming and _har- 
vesting. Then again there are al- 
ternative or voluntary jobs which can 
be carried out in the Autumn, or if 
preferred left until Spring. In the 
latter category, comes tree planting 
and the setting out of roses, and oth- 
er shrubs. In the very mild sections 
of the country such as the’ British 
Columbia coast, certain seeds where 
a very early start is wanted, may be 
sown before the winter sets in. Marly 
Fall is just as good a time as spring 
in which to sow grass seed and move

These cover 
crops use up surplus moisture and 
tend to harden new growth and put it 
in shape to survive the winter, in 
addition of course, to helping ripen 
and color the fruit. With roses, flow- 
ering shrubs, currants, raspberries, 
climbers and other ornamental and 
useful plants it is advisable to stop 
nearby cultivation before Fall and 
sometimes to use up surplus cultiva- 
tion by having annual plants set near 
by. 
Spring Flowering Bulbs 
September is the ideal month to 
plant tulips, hyacinths, daffodils and 
other bulbs which will fill the gard- 
en with vivid and generous bloom 
from the time the last snows depart 
until well into June. 
in the warmer 
these spring flowering bulbs can be 
set outside almost up to December, 
and in such districts actual planting 
is best delayed until late September 
and October, butin any case purchas- 
es should be made early in the seed 
season while the seed stores have 
the finest and most ample collection. 
Naturally as this phase of gardening 
becomes more popular there is a 
greater run on the newest and best 
varieties and early comers here, as 
in mest other things are the least 
apt to be disappointed. Too much 
emphasis cannot be laid on quality. 
There is a vast difference in bulbs 
just as there is sometimes quite a 
difference in price.

IN CANADA 
PYORRHOEA 

Jt was John Hunter, the famous 

English surgeon of the eighteenth 


century, who first directed attention 
to the general ill-effects which 
come from an infected mouth. Infec- 
tion of the mouth, in the form of 
pyorrhoea, is not a new condition, for 
we are told that the most ancient 
skulls discovered show evidence of 
this condition. 

Pyorrhoea is an infection of the 
gums. Pus accumulates the tissues 
around the teeth break down, and the 
teeth become loose. 

The normal gums are (pink -and 
so are the little points of tissue be- 
tween the teeth. One of the earliest 
signs of diseases is when the color 
of these points of tissue changes. 
Later, the gums become swollen 
and spongy, bleeding readily. In well- 
developed cases ,the gums are re- 
with the result 


teeth appear unduly long; the gums 
are red ard bleed easily, and around 
their margin there is a yellowish pus. 
The breath is unpleasant, there is 
a bad taste in the mouth and diges- 
tion is frequently upset. In addition, 
there may be other general body dis- 
orders due to the absorption of pus. 

The beginnings of pyorrhoea may 
be traced back, in many cases, to ir- 
ritation of the gums. This may re 
sult from the accumulation of tar- 
tar, poor fillings or ill-fitting crowns 
or bridges, or the use of toothpicks. 
If the teeth do not meet properly in 
biting, or if teeth have been lost and 
not been replaced, there may be ir- 
ritation to the gums because of un- 
equal distribution of pressure from 
the bite. 

The prevention of pyorrhoea lies 
in proper care of the mouth. This 
begins with the use of a well-balanc- 
ed diet, and the chewing of foods on 
both sides of the mouth, because such 
chewing helps to keep the gums 
healthy. The gums should be brush- 
ed night annd morning, as are the 
teeth, in order to keep them clean 
and to stimulate the circiietipn. 
Toothpicks should not be used. 

Regular visits should be made_ to 
the dentist for the cleansing of the 
teeth, for fillings and corrections of 
any dentel defects. Proper dental 
work is necessary insurance against 
an unhealthy mouth. 

If pyorrhoea does develop, it 
should be treated at once. Not only 
is it a queston of preserving the 
teeth. but there is always the consid. 
eration of possible ill effects upon 
the body as a whole.
